All the roturne have not boon received 


from Tjnnessee, but so far as heard from, 
the amendment has been defeated by a 
majority of from 18.000 to 25,000.

Thisdoej not bear out the 


statement of Miss Willard that an "over- 
whsliainjf majority oC the democratic 
party of tho state would roto for the 
amendment. 


Then on the other hand there were 


only 5 republican counties which gave 
majorities against the amendment, while 
so far as heard from 2] republican coun- 
ties gave majorities for ii, 
This showa 


that Miss Willard either took pains to 
misrepresent tbe republican party on the 
question of the amendment, or that she 
wrote on something that she did not un- 
derstand. 


It has been the campaign tactics of the 


third party prohibitionists to Blander and 
libel the republican psrty almost con- 
stantly. They will go out of their way 
to 2nd a lie and then they will repeat it 
on the stump and in their newspapers. 
When they are doing this dirty work, 
they know full welt that it IB nest loan 
jui possibility to carry o prohibition 
amendment in a state wniou is demo- 
cratic, and they also know that all tho 
states where Constitutional prohibition 
hoBbeen earned, are republican states.

The Chattanooga Tradesman in its

Tho late Vioe-Presiilout Hendrioks, 


whom Olereland glorified at Indianapo- 
lis, was so extreme a democratic partisan 
during the slave-holders' rebellion that 
he wan eaptoially offenshe to the 225,000 
republicans ol that state. And Senator 
Voorhees, whom he praised at Terre 
Haute, was a Knight of tbe Golden Oir- 
ole, a treasonable organization during the 
darkest days of tbe rebellion. 


The partisan tendency of the presi- 


dent's remarks would not have been so 
obvious had he alluded to tho patriotic 
services of Oliver f. Morton, a governor 
so distinguished, so true, and BO useful 
in those days ot treachery aud disloyalty 
that he is classed in American history as 
a war governor. He met aud overcame 
the efforts of Hendricks and Voorhees to 
plaoe Indiana in a position of hostility to 
the war.—Evening Wisconsin.

law among the presidents of tbe past. 
Not one of his predecessors found it nec- 
essary to publish a long newspaper arti- 
cle in defense of hie cause. 
No other 


president ever allowed himself to bo in- 
terviewed for tho purpose of informing 
the public that he was a candidate for 
another term, 
By the time Cleveland 


gets out a year from next Msrch there 
will be but little reaped left for the exe- 
cutive of this nation, or but little dig- 
nity in the position."

Jupiter is clmr.shi? until it la almost (it 
Cor erealnrcs like the human race, and that 
Mars would do for the hitman (umlly with 
n little chai!f;u In the structure of the res- 
plrntory oryaiiH. But that there is n. great 
world ftwunij somewhere, vast beyond Irn- 
n;rh'.ivtion, and that It Is thu headquarters 
of The nnivei-Ke and the metropolis of ini- 
mcns-ity, nnd has a population tn nnmljers 
vart beyond all stat.fiiicn nnd .ippoiutments 
of splendor beyond ihe capacity of canvas, 
or poeirt, orani^el to describe, Is as certain 
as the liiblo is authentic. I'erl'.aps some of 
the 2sr.-oiionii.Ts with their big telescopes 
have nlroacly caught a glimpse of it, not 
knowaifc what it Is. We spell it with olx 
letters und proiiounce^Heaven.

centuries apo. He •I'.^is the KlU£'n son. Tb

>-"ot a tour had 


ever rolled down the ehcek of of one of Its 
Inhabitants. There had never been in It a 
headache, or a sideache, or a heartache. 
There had no; been a funeral in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant. There had never 
iu all the land been woven a black vail, for 
there had never been any thing .to moirru 
over. Thi! passage of millions of yenis Lad 
not wrinkled or crippled or liediumicd any 
of its citi/.enn. 
All the people were In a 


ititto of uternal adolescence. 
What lloral 


,;ud poinonlu brightness! Gardens of pcr- 
petuiU bloom and oroborrts in unending- 
fruitnge. Hatl Rome spirit from another 
world entered, aud asked: AYhat is. sin" 
what is bereavement? what is sorrow? what 
is dentil? the brightest o£ tho intelligences 
would have fi'.ilcd to privo dcRrtitlon, though 
to f tody the question there were silence in 
Heaven i'or half an hour. 


The Prince of whom I speak hod honors, 


emoluments, acclamations, nuchasno other 
Prince, cclustiiiil or terrestrial, ever enjoyed. 
As He passed the street, the inhabitants 
tool: oil' from their browsi garlands'of white 
lilies and threw them in the way. :IIe 
never entered any of the temples without 
all the woir.hipe'rs rising up and'bowing 
in obeisance.

' the Crown I'rince as having ono f 006 on. tho 


step of the tin-one, Emperor William ordered 
the picture changed, and said: " Let the 
Prince keep his foot off the throne till I 
leave it." 


Already enthroned was tho Heavenly 


Prince, Bide by Bide with the Father. \Vhat 
n'circle of dominion! Whatmynnldons-of 
admirers! What unending ro-and of'glories! 
All tho towers chimed tho Prince's praises. 
Ot all the inhabitants from tho center of tho 
city, on over the hills anjl clear down to the 
beach, against which the oocon of immen- 
sity rol!s its billows, the Prince was tho ac- 
knowledged favorite. No woder my:text 
says that "He was rich." Set all tho dia- 
monds of tho earth in one scepter, build all 
tho palaces of tho earth in one Alhnmbra, 
gather all the pearls of thcseainonediadero, 
put all tlia values of the earth in one coin; 
the 'aggregate would not express his afflu- 
ence. 


Yes, Paul was right Solomon had "In 


gokliUSO.OOO.OOO and in stiver £1,0-'U,- 
UUO,:i77. But a greater than Solomon is 
here. Not the millionaire, but tho quad- 


I rillionaire of Heaven. 
To describe His 


; celestial surroundings the Bible uses all col- 
1 ore, gathering them in rainbow over the 


throne and setting them as ogatft In the 
temple window, and hoisting twelve of 
them into a widl f rom striped Jasper at tho 
base to transparent amethyst in the cap- 
s;one, while between are green of emerald, 
aud snow of pearl, and l)l«e of sapphire, 
and yellow of topaz, gray of chrysoprasus, 
and ilamo of jacmth. "All the loveliness of 
landscape in foliage, and river, and rill, and 
all enchantment aquamarine, the eea of 
glass mingled with lire ay when the sun 
sinks in the Mediterranean, 
All tho thrill

Was there ever a contrast so ovcqiower- 


ing as that between the noonday oC Christ's 
celestial depiu-ture and the midnight of his 
earthly nirival? 
Sure enongb, the angels 


were out that night in the s);y, and especial 


meteor acted a* escort,bal ail that was from 
other worlds, and not from this worhl. Tho 
earth made no demonstration ol! welcome. 
If oue of the great princes o!l this world 
steps out at a depot cheers resound, and tho 
bauds play and tho flags wave. Buc for tho 
arrival of this missionary Prince from tho 
ekios not a torch Uared, not a trumpet b!ew, 
notaplunie fluttered 
All the mufilc and 


the pomp were overhead. 
Our world 


opened for Him nothing belter than a barn 
door. The rajah of Cashmere sen: to Vic- 
toria a bedstead of carved gold and a canopy 
that cost $7.jO.OOO, but the world had for 
thO'Prince of Heaven and earth only a litter 
of straw, The crown jewels in the Tower of 
London amount to $10.000,000, but this 
member of eternal royalty had nowhere to 
lay His head. 


To know how poor He was. ask the camel 


drivers, ask the shepherds, r.sk M;u'y, ask 
the three wise men OL the oast who yfter- 
•ward came there, young Caspar and mlddlc- 
nged Balthasar and old Melclioir. To know 
how poor He way, examine all tho records 
of real estate in all that oriental country, 
and see what vineyard, or what houfie, or 
vhatllcld Ho owned. .Kot one. Of what 
mortgage was He tho mortjrajjcc? 
Of what 


tenement was Ho tho landlord? Of what 
lease waa ho tho lessee? Who ever paid 
Him rent? Not owning tho boat on which 
Ho sailed, or the beast on which He rode, or 
the pillow on which Ho slept. He had so 
little estate that in order to pay His tax Ho 
had to perform n ralraolo. putting tho 
amount of the assessment In a null's mouth 
and having it hauled ashore. And after Hl3 
death tho world rushed In to take an inven- 
tory of Hlfl goods, and ihc entire aggregate 
was the garments He had worn, sleeping in 
them by night and travel Ing in them by day, 
bearing on them the dust of tho highway 
nnd the saturation of the sea. Paul in my 
text did not go far from hitting tho mark, 
did he, when ho fiald of thu missionary 
Prince: "For yonr sakcs Ho became poor?" 
HThc world could havo treated Him better 
f it had chosen. It had all the means for 
making His earthly condition comfortable, 


a few yearfi before when Pompcy, tho 


jieneral, arrived at Brindisi he was greeted 
with arches and a costly column, which cel- 
ebrated the 12,000,000 people whom ho 
lad killed or conquered, and hew™ allowed 
;o wear his triumphal robes in tho Sonato. 
The world had applause 
for Imperial 


jntchcrs, but buffeting for tho Prince of 
?eaco. Plenty of golden chalices for tho 
lavored to drink out of, butour Prince roust 
put His lips to the bucket of the well by the 
roadside after He had begged for a drink. 
Poor? Bom in another mau'n bam and nat- 
Ing at another man's table, and cruising tlio 
lake in another mun'n ilshlng smack, and 
buried in another man'smuusolcum. 


Four inspired authors wroto His biog- 


raphy, and Innumerable lives of Christ have 
been published, but He composed Hie nu- 
tohlograph}' in a most compressed way: He 
said: "I have trodden tho wine press alone." 
Poor in the estimation of nearly all the pros- 
pero-afl classes, they called Him Sabbath- 
breaker, wine-bibber, traitor, blasphemer, 
aud ransacked the dictionary of opprobrium 
from lid to lid to cxpress;their detestation. I 
can think now of only two wcli-to-do men 
who espoused His eausft—Nicodemus and 
Joseph of Arimathca. His friends for the 
most part were people who, in that climate 
where ophthalmy or inilannnatlon of tho 
eyeball sweeps ever and anon as a scourge, 
had become; blind, sick peoplo who were 
anxious to get well, and troubled people in 
whose families there was somo one dead or 
dying. If Ho had a purse at all it was empty, 
or we would have heard what was done 
with the contents at the post-mortem. 
Poor? The pigeon in the dove cote, the 
rabbit in its burrow, tho silk worm in its 
cocoon, the bee in its hive, is better pro- 
vided for, belter ott, better sheltered. Aye, 
tho brute creation has a home on earth, 
which Christ has not.

Gambol like a clar.clr.K sltllt, 


Not the less he lovoa his h:ivea 


On the bosom o' Uie cliff. 


If almost with e:iglc plr.ioa

But the Crown Prince ol all Heavenly do- 


minion has less than the raven, less than 
the chamois, for He was homeless. Aye, in 
the history of the universe there is no other 
instance of sr.ch coming down. Who can 
count ihn miles from the top of the throne 
to tho bottom of the cross? Cleopatra, triv- 
in1.? a banquet to Antony, took a pearl worth 
$100,000 and dissolved it in vinegar and 
swallowed It But who i our Prince, accord- 
ing to the evangelist, Iu His last hours took 
the vinegar, in it had been disyolved all tho 
pc.irls of His''neavcnly royalty. Down un- 
til there was no other depth for Him to 
touch, troubled until there was sio other 
harassment to suffer, poor until there was 
no other pauperism to torture. Billions of 
dollars spent in wars to destroy men, who 
will furnish the statistics of the value of 
tlm: precious blood that was shed to savo 
us? "Ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that though He was rieh, yet 
lor your sakes He became poor." 


Only those who study this text in two 


places can fully reach l:s power—the Holy 
Land of Asia Minor and the Holy Land ot 
Heaven, How should I like soinu day to 
take a drink out ot Jacob's well, and take a 
Bail on Galilee, aud read the Sermon on the 
Mount while standing ou Olivet, and see tho 
wilderness where Christ wns tempted, and 
bo some afternoon ou Calvary about three 
o'clock, tho hour at which closed the cruci- 
fixion, nnd sit under tho sycamores and by 
the Bide of tlio brooks, and think and dream 
and pray about the poverty of Him who 
camo our souls to save. But you nnd I will 
probably be denied that, and so here, in 
another continent and in another hemis- 
phere, and in scenes ai different as possible, 
we recount as well as wo may how poor our 
Heavenly Prince became. And in the other 
Holy Land above we may all study the riches 
that Ho left behind when He started for 
earthly expedition. Come, let us bargain 
to meet each other at the door of the 
Father's mansion, or on the bank of the 
river just where it rolls from under the.. 
throne, or at tho outside gate. Jesus got 
the contrast by excha-.ig ng that world for 
this; we will get it by exchanging tills world 
for that 'There and then you will under- 
stand more' 'of the wonders of the grace of 
our Lord Josua Christ who, "though He was 
rich, yet f or yo'nr.sakes.became poor." 
., 1'es .grace, • free ^gracc, sovereign, grace, 
omnipotent grace. Aniong'.the thousands oJ 
words'of .the,language"-there Is no-moio 
Queenly word.".It.'means free and unmerited 
kindness. My text has nb.m'onopoly. 6i tlio 
word. Ono hundred and twenty-nine times 
does the Bible eulogize grace. ID is a door 
swung wide open to let into the pardon of 
God all the millions who choose to enter it 


John Xewtou sang of it when he wrote: 


" Amazing grace, how sweet the sound. 


That saved a wretch like mo." 


Philip Doddrldgc put it Into all hTnvaol-
